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How to Cure Wrinkles. 
There are other signs more subtle 
and potent, but wrinkles are the most 
pathetic because the most telltale in- 


dications of age. The lines and fur- 
rows they see disfiguring the faces of 
wonien of middle nge ought to make 
girls do everything in their power to 
ward off wrinkles as long as possible. 

Most muscles of the face are volun- 
tary, responding to every passing emo- 
tion, and if the muscles are constantly 
kept at work, as in grimacing and with 
odd tricks of expression habitual with 
so many women, that lines, then wrin- 
kles, will be fostered. 

Even children should learn that the 
face should be kept in repose. The 
little lines around the eyes and the 
long “parentheses” that Iinclose the 
lips and mouth and that are excused 
on the ground that they are necessary 
to expression, “laughing wrinkles,” as 
they are called, in reality add years to 
one’s appearance, so there is no need 
to fear massage will take away the ex- 
pression of the face. 

The little vertical lines that so quick- 
ly appear between the eyes as a result 
of squinting or that are often assumed 
in deep thought give one a fierce, rat- 
like expression, and only by the great- 
est care can the habit be overcome. 

Another wrinkle maker is the habit 
of lifting the eyebrows. ‘Tiny lines 
grow and deepen just above the eyes, 
and great furrows soon mar the beau- 
ty of the forehead. 

There are some lotions that are said 
to prevent and others to erase wrin- 
kles and which, if not entirely effi- 
cacious, are harmless. 

One of the preventives is made as 
follows: Boil three ounces of pearl 
barley in a pint of water till the 
gluten is extracted. Strain, add thirty 
drops of tincture of benzoin and use 
as a face wash night and morning. 

If the wrinkles have shown them- 
selves bathe the fee in a solution 
made by dissolving sixty grains of 
alum in six ounces of rosewater and 
pour gently into one and one-half 
ounces of almond milk, stirring all the 
while. M 


Slit Skirt and Woolen Hose. 

What a cruel alternative is put to 
the slit skirt wearers by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Rupert Blue! He is quoted as 
saying that when the chilly winds of 
winter begin to blow the women will 
either have to sew up the slits in their 
skirts or wear heavy woolen stock- 
ings and sensible boots! 

“Nearly all the women who affect slit 
skirts wear the thinnest kind of silk 
stockings and extremely low slippers,” 
be is said to have observed. “Tf they 
wish to avoid catching their death of 
cold they ought to wear thick woolen 
stockings, as their grandmothers did, 
or sew up the vents.” f 

When the dictum of Dr, Blue was re- 
peated to a well known fashion author: 
ity she shrugged her shoulders and 
said; “I’m afraid they'll catch their 
death of cold then. But it isn’t only 
the skirts that should cause the sur- 
geon general to worry about women's 
health. If one wishes to be fashiona- 
ble this winter she will have to freeze. 

“Blouses expose the throat, skirts 
expose the ankles, and some of the new 
crownless hats expose the head. Wom- 
en can be induced to wear fur about 
their throats, but I'm afraid fur anklets 
would not meet with much success, 
and woolen stockings—-oh, never! 

“And,” with a twinkle, “think what 
an advertising feature would be lost if 
women decided'to take Dr. Blue's ad- 
vice. There is a certain kind of small 
shopkeeper who attracts attention to 
bis window displays by posting in a 
prominent place a photograph of a 
woman in a slit or diaphanous skirt. 
Te is sure to draw a crowd—of men. 

“Of course," more seriously, ‘that 
practice {fs really deplorable, and the 
right kind of man is no more attracted 
to the shop by it than the right kind 
of woman is by the extremes of fash- 
fon.

Much better is it to 
take the thorough soaping and rubbing 
at night, then removing every particle 
of soap with a spray, first tepid, then 
cold. The morning bath may be only 
a five minute splash in water with the 
chill barely taken off and as cold as it 
comes from the faueet for the spray- 
ing.

SCHEME FOR WOUNDED 
SOLDIERS IN TRAINING 


We Canadians are absolutely unan- 
imots about one thing in this war— 
that justice and reparation must Le 
secured for those who have ‘suffered. 
The men who have volunteered to 
fight for us, while we have stayed 
Safely at home—these men, coming 
back, .shattered and torn, or with 
health in any, way impaired by 
their service, must have reparation, 
and from us. 

It is the first word of justice, and 
‘there is no Canudian worthy of the 
name who will not agree to lit with 
all his heart. 

Our head as welljas our heart how 
ever, must be employed to devise a 
fom of reparation that will readily 
Tepair—tnat will as far as possible, 
make up io these men what they 
have lost, 

From the beginning of the war 
it was Tecognized that a man Offer- 


ing his body to defend our cause 
should have compensation for any 


injury his body might suffer in the 
carrying out of that task. <A scale 
of pensions was adopted both for 
disabled soldiers and ‘their depend- 
ants, in the proportion of the degree 
of disability. A rovised scale, invol- 
ving a large increase of expenditure, 
was recently agreed to by a Parlia- 
mentary committee. qnd is already in 
force. ; 

A pensiicn alone, however, will not 
restore the injured man to his place 
as an active and useful member of 
the community; and that has got 
to be done, by some means or oth- 
er, both tin the community’s interest 
and in his own.

‘restoration is impossible. On the ot- 
|her hand, a large ma‘ority, in spite 
‘of their injuries, will still ye fit for 
their former work, But between the 
two classes will be many men with 
injuries either handicapping them 
seriously in their old occupations oF 
barring them out altogether. 

Such men must not be condemned 
to perpetual uselessness. They will 
not thank us for that. They are 
not of the backloneless kind, or they 
would hardly have thrown themselv- 
cs into the war. Tey did not en- 
list to be coddles or spoon-fed, and 
they will not be coddies and spoon- 
fed now. Having recovered their 
strength, they will naturally expect 
jto use it. The question simply is— 
How? 
| To begin with, their disability can 
often ve lessened by what is called 
| “functional re-education.’’ By spec- 
ial exercises, with or without. the 
aid of the ingenious apparatus in- 
vented for the purpase, the muscles 
mutilated py wounds and operations 
and weakened by compulsory disuse, 
can recover some of their strength 
and become once more accistomed 
to exertion. Then, py ‘‘vocational 
Te-educatjon,’’ the men can be enat- 
led to return to their original trade 
or, when that is impossible or undcs- 
irable, they can he helped to fit 
themselves for another occupation. 
There is no intention, ‘by.the way, 
to provide re-education for men who 
do not need it. 

The parliamentary committee de- 
cided that the cost not only of pen- 
sions and artificial limts put slso 
of this vocational training should be 
paid by the Dominion government. 

The military hospitals and conval- 
escent homes commission, with Sir 
James Lougheed at its head, has al- 
ready given a zreat deal of consid- 
eration to the matter, and has tak- 
en steps to organize the training re- 
quired in many parts cf the country 
The..complete establishment of the 
system may be expected: very soon; 
for the government, by order in coUn 
cil, has just adopted a report of the 
military hospitals commission, of 
which we are able to give this sum- 
mary, 

The report begins by. explaining 
that the commission aims at bene- 
fiting members of the Canadian Ex- 
peditionary Force but also disabled 
reservists of the British and Allied 
armies who were bona fide residents 
of Canada when the war broke out. 

The commission has received the 
assurance, it tells us, of the active 
co-operation of the provinces and 
vaiious municipalities in carrying 
out such a policy. Technical schools 
agricultural colleges and other pub- 
lic institutions have agreed to re- 
Ceive disalled men for training, and 
many offers have also heen received 
from private ‘commercial estabtish- 
ments to provide training anl eub- 
cequent employment when the men 
have become. proficient, 

The period of training for g ays 
vocation will vary according wt tue 
previous education and _ industrial 
history of each individual. The cost 
of tuition will vary in consequence. 
and also owing to the fact that in 
many cases the tuition will be free 
or the fees nominal. (The training 
will be free to the men in afl cases. 
If there is any charge, it will ‘ec 
paid by the Dominion government. 

The commission has already under- 
taken the provision of trainings in 
general subjects and elementary v2- 
cational work for all men under 
treatment in the various hospitals 
and conyalescent homes operated by 
the commission, irrespective of whe: 
ther or not such, men will Jater be 
subjects for vocational training lead 
ing to new occupations,
